Bunch's house was guarded constat 
as suspicion retted upon him a* the one 
was aiding Marley to escape. 

This espionage did not reveal the desired 
information, and the Archers resolved to 
kill Hunch if he refuted to reveal Mai lev's 
hi. ling place. They met on the. suffer nOO* 
of July 11, IfHa near the home <>l kwstf I ta 
tim, and sent Dave Crane to decoy him Into 
the woods, where they would meet him. 
Bunch accompanied Crane to the spot desig- 
nated, where he was seized, bound, and sub- 
sequently taken to Saltpetre Cave, in Orange 
county, where he was shot to death by the 
gang. 

Meanwhile a search was being made for 
Bunch by his friend* which, of course, 
proved fruitiest.
